In this district I have not seen any 
method of croppiag or rotation that 
gives as large a yield of wheat as 
well-worked summerfaliow, but, no 
doubt, we will soon have to change 
our methods to get away from s0!! 
dritfing, although when we do I think 
our big wheat ylelds are over, too | 

I saw several fields of corn in this 
‘strict Yast year that made '!t look 
4s if it was worth while to plant corn 
on land intended for eummerfallow, 
but this would mean hts of expense 
in order to get the land ready in 
Ume—desides last year was an excep- 
tlonally good year for corn. 

1 tried a new stunt last fall, As 
soon as I got some grain cut I hauled 
the bundles off from about 16 acres, 
and stooked them and stubbled it in 
to fall rye. Yt made quite a bit of 
pasture, and next spring I expect to 
Dasture or out it for hay and then 
plow it along with the rest of the 
summerfallow. 

So far I have found jt a good way 
to plow the summerfiatlow as early as 
possible and ther, arrange it eo that I 
ean turn the cattle in.

Crop Production in Vermilion District | 


About a year ago the Vermilion 
Demonstration farm was turned over 
to the provineial School of Agricul- 
ture and since that time has been op- 
erated by the school staff as an Ex- 
perimental Farm. The departments of 
soils and livtstock are under the di- 
rection of Mr. J. G. Taggart, B.S.A. 
principal of the School of Agriculture, 
and the depnurtment of agronomy is 
under the direction of Mr. N. 8S. Smith, 


| B.S.A.,, instructor in field husbandry. 


Although the farm has only recent- | 
ly been turnec! over to the School of | 
Agriculture, experimental work has 
been conducte:! in a small way since 
the inception sf the school in 19138.| 
The staff have »een able to determine | 
from their observations and the work | 
that they have carried out, the prin-| 
ciples of crop production in the Ver-; 
milion district. 

The district tiat is served by the | 
Experimental farm extends to the Sas-| 
katchewan bounlary on the east, to 
the Wetaskiwin ranch of the C.P.R. 
on the south ard as far west and 
north as climatic conditions are com- 
parable with thosw of Vermilion, 

Ths: Soil, 

The soil throughout the district is 
variable. The cldef type is a rich 
sandy loam easily worked and very 
productive. East of Vermilion in the 
neighborhood of Kitscoty, Lioydmin- 
ster and in the ncrthern part of the 
district clay pred »minates and the 
soil ie fairly heavy and more or less 
covered with scrub. In the southern 
part of the distric the soll is much 
lighter. Portions wf the district are 
open prairie. For the most part the 
land is gently rolliig and some sec- 
tions are too hilly to work success- 
fully. The norther: part of the dis- 
trict is essentially adapted to stock 
farming Oats and fodder crops of 
the kind that cattle thrive upon grow 
In the immediate vicinity 
of Vermilion oats a: green feed and 
grain is the chief crop grown at the 
present time and is itilized largely as 
feed for livestock, The southern part 


of the district is better adapted to 
grain growing, whea’: being the ine} 
portant crop. 
Precipitation, 
For the last seven years the @4- 
nual precipitation has been from 12 
to 16 inches, with the exception of 


the last two years in which the rain- | 
fall throughout the year was not more) 
than elght or nine inches. The past 
season was the first time that the 
farmers in the Vermilion district suf- 
fered general crop losses from drought, 
The snowfall is generally light, usu- 
ally not more than 16 to 18 inches, “It 
is generally conceded,” says Mr, Tag- 
wart, “that the snowfall is very bene- | 


ficial to the crop, but as A rule ft) 
does not amount to more than one 
and a half or two inches of water 
and most of this 1s lost by run oft 
in the spring. This year, however, we 
have an abnormally heavy snowfall 
and I believe if properly conserved 
will be of material advantage to the 


next year's crop, As @ rough estimate

Grain Crops, 

“We have obtained the vest results 

with wheat,’’ says Mr, Smith, the 


agronomist, in charge of crop work, , 


“from Ruby and Prelude. In our 
variety test plots this year both yleld- 
ed about the same, but the Ruby r-p- 
ened six days earlier. Both plots 
were seeded April 12th. The Ruby 
plot ripened Aug. 2nd, and the Pre- 
lude Aug. 8th. Although there ia 
no difference in yleld and very little 
difference in the dates of maturity, 
Ruby is much preferrable because 
of it's non-shattering qualities. 

In our dates of seeding tests this 
year we realized the best reeults from 
wheat nilots seeded May 20th. 
Was contrary to average results and 
was due entirely to the fact that we 
had heavy rains during July and Au- 
gust which revived the later seeded 
crops more than those seeded early. 
As a rule, however, wheat does best 
in this district when seeded about 
April 20th, : 

Rate of Seeding Wheat. 

“According to the rate of seeding 
the highest yield was produced from 
seeding at the rate of one bushel per 
acre with a gradual decrease as the 
rate increased up to three bushels. 
This leads to the conclusion that in 
case of insufficient moisture in the 
spring we should seed rather lehtly, 
On the other hand we find that when 
the «oll is quite moist, heavy seeding 
is preferrable as it has the tendency 
to decrease the time between the date 
of seeding and maturity. 

Oat Seeding. 

“With oats we fing that the lato 
maturing varieties are to be prefer- 
red in this district to such varieties 
as Daubeny, OAC, No, 38, or 80

Grass Orops Should Replace Sum- 
mer-fallow in the Rotation— 
They Add Fibre and Prevent 
Drifting * 


“Alberta Farmer.” in Farmer's Advo- 
cate, Feb, 11th: 
The last few years have been very 
hard on the farmers who had large 


jacreages of gsummerfallow by blowing 


the grain out and the drifting soil cut 
ting the young plants in pieces In 
this district the land has been cult - 


now the cultivated land oontains 
practically no ibre to hold the soll 
together and 60 now every spring the 
soil drifts badly. The only way to 
etop this is to sow the land with 
grass seed to provide fibre to 
the together. The farmers jn 
this dietrict claim that tame grasses 


soll 


are not profitable to grow and as a 
rule they claim they are a failure, 
although they have not given the 
tame grasses a fair test, so some 


other ways of cultivating the soul 


|}must be resorted to, 


The only wey to stop soll-drifting 
fa not to summerfallow at all, A 
good rotation is one or two creeps 
of wheat, followed by ‘two crops of 
or barley and the green feed 
followed by wheat again. When pre- 
paring the land for green feed, we 
disked Sit early In the spring to start 
the weeds growing. We do not touah 
{t again until the first part 
when we plow it and treat it just 
lke summerfailow until the last part 
of June when we eow it to green feed 
we generally cut about Octo- 
ber lt This cleans the land thor- 
oughly of weeds; even better than 
summerfallow as it ja generally done 
in thie district. ° 

We always give the land a ooat of 
manure on which we intend to sow 
the green feed, the previous fall.
